Gauge 

10 sts and 15 rows = 4 inches/iOcm in St 

St with larger needles 

To save time, take time to check gauge. 

Hand Knitting 
Sweater 

Back 

With larger needles cast on 47 (53, 57) 
sts. Work 2 rows St st. 

Maintaining St st throughout, dec i st 
at each end of next row and again on 
Row 28 (30, 32). (43, 49, 53 StS) 

Work even until piece measures 12 
(13, 13) inches from beg. 

Shape armhole 

Bind off 2 (2, 3) sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
then dec 1 st (ssk at beg of row, k2tog at 
end) at each side [every other row) 3 (5, 

5) times. (33, 35, 37 sts) 

Continue to work even in st st until 
armhole measures 2 (2Vi' 3) inches. 

Shape neck 

Work across first 12 (13, 14) sts; si next 
9 sts to a holder for neck; attach a 2nd 
skein of yarn, work rem 12 (13, 14) sts. 

Working both sides at once with sepa- 
rate skeins of yarn, dec 1 st at each neck 
edge [every row) 6 (7, 7) times. (6, 6, 7 sts) 
Work even until armhole measures 8 
(8, 9) inches. 

Bind off all sts. 



Front 

Work as for back. 

Sleeves 

With larger needles, cast on 22 (23, 25) sts 
Beg on next row, inc i st at each end 
[every I2th (I2th, 9th) row] 3 (3, i) times, 
then [every 0 (0, 10th) row] 0 (0, 3) times, 
(28, 29, 33 sts) 

Work even in St st until sleeve 
measures I2w inches. 

Shape cap 

Bind off 2 (2, 3) sts at beg of next 2 rows, 
dec 1 st at each end [every 2nd (3rd, 

2nd) row] 1 (8, 1) times, [every 3rd (0, 

3rd) row] 6 (0, 8) times, then [every 2nd 
(0, 0) row) 1 (0, 0) time. (8, 9, 9 sts) 

Bind off all sts. 

Neckband 

(worked in 2 pieces) 

With smaller needles, RS facing, pick 
up and knit 16 sts from right back neck 
edge, 9 sts from back neck holder and 16 
sts from left back neck edge. (41 sts) 
Rows 1-4: Work in St st. 

Row 5 (eyelets): K2, *yo, k2tog, k3; rep 
from * across to last 4 sts, end yo, k2tog, 
k2. (8 eyelets) 

Row 6: Purl across. 

Row 7: Knit. 

Bind off all sts purlwise. 

Rep for front neckline.

With 1 strand each of A and B held tog, 
cast on 72 (76, 80) sts. Work in St st for 
3 inches, ending with a WS row. Dec i 
St at each side by kl, ssk, knit to last 
3 sts, ssk, kl, [every 10th row] 5 times. 
(62, 66, 70) sts) 

Work even until back measures approx 
15 inches from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Shape armholes 

Bind off 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 
dec 1 St at each side [every other row] 
twice. (50, 54, 58 sts) 

Work even until armholes measure 
approx 7% (8, 8%) inches from beg of 
shaping, ending with a WS row. 

Bind off ail sts. 

Front 

With 1 strand each of A and B held tog, 
cast on 72 (76, 80) sts. work as for back 
until front measures approx 15 inches, 
from beg, ending with a WS row. 

Shape armhoies and V-neck 
Bind off 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows. Dec 
1 St at each side [every other row] twice, 
placing marker between center 2 sts. 

(50, 54, 58 sts) 

Work to center marker, join 2nd ball of 
A and B, work to end. Working both sides 
at once, dec 1 st at each neck edge by 
knit across left front to last 3 sts, k2tog. 



kl; on right front, kl, ssk, knit to end, 
(every 4th row] 9 times. Work even until 
piece measures same as back. Bind off 
rem 16 (18, 20) sts on each side. 

Sleeves 

With 1 strand each of A and B held tog, 
cast on 32 (34, 36) sts. Work in St st, Inc 1 
st at each side [every other row) 7 times. 
(46, 48, 50 sts) 

Work even until sleeve measures 
approx 17 inches from beg, ending with 
a WS row. 

Shape cap 

Bind off 4 sts at beg of next 2 rows, then 
dec 1 st at each side as tor armhole 
shaping [every other row] 13 (14, 15) 
times. Bind off rem 12 sts. 

Assembly 

Block pieces to measurements. Sew 
shoulder seams. Set in sleeves; sew 
sleeve seams. Sew side seams leaving 
4 inches open from lower edge on each 
side for side silts 

Note: If you aren't familiar with Single 
Crochet st, refer to Crochet Class on 
page 84. 

Using crochet hook and i strand 
each of A and B held tog, work i row 
sc around neck edge and around each 
side slit. ■
